On  Hoyember  ??,  1963  1 was  assigned  to  the  Trede  Hart  a?  part  of  a 
security  force  under  the  superri sion  of  Captain  0.  A.  .Jon.-*.  After 
hearing  of  the  President's  assassination  I,  along  with  Lt.  ,1.  1. 
Cunningham,  J.  P.  Tony,  and  H.  A.  Buhk,  was  instructed  by  Captain 
.Jones  to  proceed  to  the  scene  of  the  assassination. 


Reroute  we  heard  on  the  police  radio  that  officer  .T.  D.  Tipnit  had 
been  shot  in  Oak  Cliff  and  a suspect  had  been  eeen  going  into  the 
library  st  F.  Jefferson  end  ^ersalis.  Ve  proceeded  to  this  location 
and  nro"  arris-' ng  found  it  to  he  false. 


We  left  the  library  and  beard  a report  that  a suspect  fitting  the 
description  was  seen  in  the  Texas  Theatre,  ?31  Jefferson,  and 
was  hiding  in  the  balcony.  We  proceeded  to  thi s location  and  I 
began  marching  the  balcony.  I started  down  the  stairs  and  heard 
someone  shout,  "I'ye  got  him  deem  here".  X went  downstairs  and 
assisted  in  arresting  lee  Harrey  Oswald.  At  this  tine,  Officer  M.  S. 
McDonald  had  this  subject  and  was  attempting  to  taka  a pistol  out  of 
his  hand,  I along  with  numerous  other  officers  grabbed  Oswald  and 
someone  took  the  pistol  out  of  his  hand.  Handcuffs  were  then  placed  on 
the  subject.  At  this  time  the  prisoner  began  shouting  "I'm  not  resisting 
end  T'm  proclaiming  police  brutality".  We  were  instructed  by  Captain
